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From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

In  a  wonderful  book  on  the  Jewish  holidays  enti¬ 
tled  Seasons  of  Our  Joy,  Arthur  Waskow  writes 
the  following:  'By  the  twenty-fifth  of  Kislev,  we 
are  ready  to  experience  the  moment  of  winter 
that  was  foreshadowed  by  Sh'mim  Atzeret.  By 
the  twenty-fifth  of  every  lunar  month,  the  moon 
has  gone  into  exile.  The  nights  are  dark,  and  get¬ 
ting  darker.  And  late  in  Kislev,  we  are  close  to 
the  moment  of  the  winter  solstice-when  the  sun 
is  also  in  exile.  The  day  is  at  its  shortest  and  the 
night  at  its  longest,  before  the  sunlight  begins  to 
return.  It  is  the  darkest  moment  of  the  year,  the 
moment  when  it  is  easiest  to  feel  despair." 

"At  this  dark  moment,  we  celebrate  Hanukkah- 
the  Feast  of  Dedication-by  lighting  candles  for 
eight  nights.  Night  after  night,  the  candle-light 
increases.  And  night  after  night,  we  make  our 
way  into,  through,  and  out  of  the  darkness  of  the 
sun  and  moon.  We  experience  and  feel  the  turn 
toward  light  from  the  moment  of  darkness,  the 
turn  toward  salvation  from  the  moment  of 
despair." 

Waskow  eloquently  points  out  the  importance  of 
Hanukkah-the  Festival  of  Lights-at  this  the  dark¬ 
est  time  of  the  year.  Says  the  prophet  Micah, 
"When  I  sit  in  darkness,  the  Lord  will  be  a  light 
to  me.”  (7:8) 

A  prayer:  Just  as  we  fill  our  homes  with  the  light 
of  the  Hanukkah  candles,  so  may  our  lives  be 
blessed  with  God's  light.

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Celebrating  Hanukkah 

When? 

Hanukkah  is  celebrated  for  eight  days  beginning 
on  the  25th  day  of  Kislev  which  corresponds  to 
the  evening  of  Wednesday.  December  8th 
through  sundown.  Thursday,  December  16th. 

Why? 

Lights  are  kindled  in  the  menorah.  or  Hanukki- 
ah.  on  each  of  the  eight  nights  of  Hanukkah  to 
commemorate  the  miraculous  victory  of  the  Jews 
over  the  Syrian  Greeks  in  the  Second  Century, 
B.C.E.  A  small  cruze  of  oil  was  found  when  the 
Temple  was  rededicated  which  surprisingly  last¬ 
ed  for  eight  days  instead  of  the  expected  one  day, 
making  it  possible  for  the  Jews  to  purify  more  oil 
for  the  lamp  in  that  period  of  tune. 

The  rabbis  tell  us  that  just  as  a  small  amount  of 
oil  casts  a  great  deal  of  light,  so  did  a  few  Jews 
stand  against  the  many  and  the  mighty  in  order 
to  preserve  their  faith. 

How? 

A  menorah  has  places  for  eight  lights  and  one 
more  light,  the  ninth,  called  the  shamash.  Gener¬ 
ally,  wax  candles  are  used,  although  some  meno- 
rahs  are  made  to  be  used  with  oil  and  a  wick. 

On  the  first  evening,  the  first  candle  is  placed  on 
the  RIGHT  side  of  the  menorah.  Then  on  each 
succeeding  night,  a  candle  is  added  to  the  LEFT. 
The  shamash  is  lit  first  and  the  following  bless¬ 
ings  are  said: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Hao- 
lam  asher  kidshanu  b'mitzvotav  v’tzivanu 
Lhadlik  ner  shel  Hanukkah. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  made  us  holy  through  His 
commandments  and  who  has  commanded  us 
to  kindle  the  Hanukkah  light. 

Then: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Ilao- 
lam,  she-asah  nisim  la-avotainu  bayamin 
hahem  baz-man  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  performed  miracles  for  our 
ancestors  in  those  days,  at  this  time. 

On  the  first  night  only,  the  Sheheheyanu  is 
added: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Hao- 
lam.  sheheheyanu  v'kee-y’manu  v'hee-gee- 
anu  lazman  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  sustained 
us  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

Then  the  shamash  is  used  to  kindle  that  evening's 
lights.  The  kindling  always  starts  on  the  LEFT 
with  the  candle  which  has  been  added  for  the 
new  day  and  continues  by  moving  to  the  right. 

On  Friday  night,  the  Shabbat  candles  are  lit  after 
the  Hanukkah  lights  are  lit. 

The  menorah  is  often  placed  at  a  window,  if 


practical,  to  give  public  recognition  to  God’s 
deliverance  of  the  Jews. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  children's 
involvement  in  kindling  the  lights.  In  many  fami¬ 
lies  more  than  one  menorah  is  lit,  the  children 
lighting  their  own. 

Customs? 

After  lighting  Hanukkah  candles  or  lights,  it  is 
customary  to  sing  Hanukkah  songs  and  to  eat 
potato  latkes  (pancakes)  with  either  applesauce 
or  sour  cream.  In  Israel,  fried  donuts  instead  of 
latkes  are  eaten. 

In  the  United  States,  it  has  become  customary  for 
children  to  receive  Hanukkah  "gelt"  (money), 
Hanukkah  chocolate  candies,  and  to  play  with 
dreidels.  Also,  family  members  tend  to  exchange 
Hanukkah  gifts  in  a  "Jewish  way"  of  expressing 
their  love  for  one  another. 

Hanukkah  is  also  a  perfect  time  and  excuse  for 
having  Hanukkah  parties — a  way  of  celebrating 
this  victorious  aspect  of  our  Jewish  history.

In 
our  small  way,  however,  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  is  doing  its  duty  of  tikkun  olam  and  mak¬ 
ing  a  difference  through  the  Committee  For  The 
Homeless  and  Community  Outreach.  The  com¬ 
mittee  is  giving  assistance  to  a  young  Muslim 
woman  from  Sarajevo  and  her  two-year  old 
daughter  who  are  in  New  York  (under  the  aus¬ 
pices  of  Mayor  Dinkin's  Mosaic  to  Mosaic.  New 
York-Sarajevo  Project)  to  obtain  emergency 
medical  care  for  the  child.  During  the  recupera¬ 
tion  period  (the  child  received  treatment  from 
Mount  Sinai  Hospital  which  donated  its  services 
and  her  prognosis  is  excellent)  and  until  they  are 
able  to  return  to  Bosnia,  our  committee  will  pro¬ 
vide  assistance  to  them  in  the  form  of  clothing 
and  other  such  basic  necessities.

Health  Care  Concepts  in  Jewish  Law 


While  Judaism’s  concern  for  the  preservation  of 
health  is  quite  clear,  it  is  also  clear  that  our 
sources  did  not  consider  the  provision  of  health 
care  in  terms  of  the  enormous  scale  and  level  of 
complexity  of  America’s  present  health  care  sys¬ 
tem.  Therefore,  a  straightforward  application  of 
the  source  material  to  the  American  scene  would 
be  out  of  place.  Nevertheless,  Jewish  views  on 
the  importance  of  health  and  on  the  distribution 
of  resources  add  a  valuable  dimension  to  current 
debates  on  health  care  reform.  Below  are  a  few 
legal  and  theological  concepts. 

Hatzalat  Nefashot  —  The  Saving  of  Human 
Life:  It  is  a  positive  commandment  to  save  the 
life  of  a  person  in  danger  from  illness.  This  duty 
falls  under  the  general  obligation  of  saving  life, 
which  is  grounded  in  a  number  of  biblical  verses, 
including  'Thou  shalt  not  stand  idly  by  the  blood 
of  your  fellow"  and  “Your  fellow  shall  live  by 
your  side.”  So  great  is  the  mitzvah  of  saving  life, 
that  nearly  all  other  religious  obligations  are  sub¬ 
ordinate  to  it:  we  violate  the  Sabbath  to  save  a 
person’s  life,  and  there  is  a  general  principle  in 
Jewish  law  that  danger  to  life  and  health  is  of 
greater  religious  concern  than  ritual  matters. 

Bikkur  Holim  —  Visiting  the  Sick:  Judaism 
recognizes  that  illness  affects  the  whole  person, 
presenting  threats  not  only  to  the  body  but  also 


to  one’s  mental  state  and  financial  stability. 
Bikkur  holim  —  the  mitzvah  of  visiting  the  sick 
—  ensures  that  the  needs  of  the  sick  are  attended 
to  in  all  of  these  areas,  creating  a  communal 
support  system  to  complement  the  work  of  med¬ 
ical  doctors. 

Distribution  of  Scarce  Resources:  Judaism 
places  a  premium  on  human  life  and  health  and 
mandates  the  creation  of  structures  to  provide 
every  member  of  society  with  access  to  adequate 
health  care.  In  situations  of  scarcity,  Jewish 
insistence  on  the  intrinsic  and  fundamentally 
precious  value  of  human  life  makes  triage  deci¬ 
sions  difficult.  Consequently,  the  rationing  of 
scarce  resources  in  the  classical  texts  is  often 
decided  on  procedural  grounds  (e.g.,  first  come, 
fust  served)  rather  than  the  substantive  consider¬ 
ations.  (e.g.,  who  is  worthier  of  being  saved). 

Recently,  Jewish  scholars,  such  as  Rabbi  Elliot, 
have  begun  to  argue  that  the  cases  in  the  classical 
sources,  which  deal  with  distribution  issues 
among  a  small  number  of  people,  may  not  be 
appropriate  models  for  decisions  about  our  soci¬ 
ety's  overall  health  care  system.  While  individu¬ 
als  are  bidden  to  make  all  efforts  to  save  human 
life  and  forbidden  to  engage  in  evaluation  of 
whose  life  is  more  worthy  to  save,  Jewish  law

does  recognize  limits  to  the  community’s  capa¬ 
bilities  and  offers  possible  models  for  the  limita¬ 
tion  of  extraordinary  expenditures  that  threaten 
to  impoverish  society. 

One  such  model  is  discussed  in  the  Talmud  in 
regard  to  how  much  a  community  is  required  to 
spend  to  redeem  captives.  It  is  stated  that  "there 
is  no  greater  positive  commandment  than  the 
redemption  of  captives."  Nevertheless,  the  rabbis 
decreed  that  captives  should  not  be  redeemed  for 
excessive  ransoms,  "to  prevent  abuses."  At  least 
one  opinion  in  the  Talmud  suggests  that  this 
decree  was  made  in  response  to  the  extreme 
financial  burden  placed  on  the  community.
